reality by FCC decision, perhaps it’s time to provoke 
thought about what a "codeless" class of ham radio 
license could bring... 


‘The November PPRAA club meeting was, asit 
usually is, an interesting place tobe. Especially when 
the subject turned to "no-code" licensing, Magazine 
opinion polls/surveys have been reporting over 60% 
ofhams (including ARRL members) favored a code- 
free license class, yet most of those. present seemed 
in opposition. Strange? 


Being agreeable with the program speaker? Per- 
haps; he opposed a codeless license. What’s been 
the most frequent reason given for hams objecting to 
no- code? Because they view CW as being a magic 
filter — the way of "not letting the CB-types in ham 
radio’. Well, I'm not crazy about ideas that I think 
might turn ham radio into the worst of CB. But we 
often hear some pretty bad stuff anyway, FCC fines, 
aren’t restricted to CB’ers... 


ve gone along with the school of thought that 
believes we can enroll the "good guys in the white 
hats” from the ranks of technically-minded people, 
people in the field of electronics, computer brains, 
those wanting to become involved in public service, 
wives of hams who are willing to study for a written 
‘but not CW, and such, We all know so many fine 
candidates for amateur radio (some are even family 
members) who want to be hams but won’t "waste 
time" (their words, not mine) learning "outmoded, 
useless, irrelevant things (CW)." Again, a few of their 
words, not mine, 


How do we provide a way to get them hooked on 
hamming? Refusing to learn Morse code, up to now 
we've turned them away. A few years ago, many 
hoped Novice Enhancement would swell the ranks 
of amateur radio. It still mandated code. It dide’t 
produce the hoped-for results. Now the mandate to 
know code is being discarded. Will the new codeless 
‘Technician class license bring them in at atime when 
electronics technology and communications is leap- 
ing into the next century? 


T admit to kaving bad a few lingering doubis 
about "codeless” entry into the amateur radio service. 
Folks, those doubts were largely erased at that 
November meeting. Why? T heard Dave, as the 
incoming president of our club, unashamedtiy iil the 
speaker who was opposed toa codeless entry that he, 
Dave, was product of “codeless” entryinto amateur 
radio! From the U.K., of course, where "no- code” 
entry is an accepted fact. I didn’t hear anyone throw 


fit - or call the troops to rise and revolt against our 
new leader ~ did you? 


You bet your boots you didn’t! Here’s a guy who 
thas continually served the local amateur community 
and the PPRAA. He’s still at it. 


So: if this is an example of the kind of person 
attracted to amateur radio through a code-free 
license, then I say go get “em ~ the amateur radio 
service can use all that breed we can get. Wi 
another WARC coming in 1992, with commercial 
big-money interests seeking more spectrum, impres- 
sive growth may assure the continuing existence of 
amateur radio as a worthy occupant of what is becom- 
ing an increasingly-rare and valuable resource — 
spectrum,

Code to be Dropped From Technician Exam 


‘The Federal Communications Commission will elim- 
inate the Morse code portion of the Technician class 
Amateur Radio examination, thereby creating a code-free 
class of license, 

‘The new rules will probably take effect 30 days after 
their publication in the Federal Register. According to 
Private Radio Bureau Chief Ralph Haller, the effective 
date could be as early as February, 1991. 

Current Technician class licensees will be 
grandfathered, so as not to lose any privileges (including 
those below 30 MHz, which they share with Novices). 
The new codeless Technicians will have full amateur 
privileges above 30 MHz, “New” Technician licensees 
will, upon passing a 5-WPM code test before volunteer 
examiners, be issued a Certificate of Successful Comple- 
tion, allowing them the same HF privileges as “old” 
Technicians. 

Volunteer examiners will be required to notify the 
FCC of the 5-WPM Morse CSCE issued to “new” Tech- 
nicians, so the FCC will have this information for en- 
forcement purposes. 

‘The current Novice class license will be retained with- 
out modification, as an “alternate entry point” for persons 
willing to pass a Morse test without taking the more 
difficult Technician theory examination. 

“Offering a codeless class of license that authorizes 
control operator privileges at stations which transmit 
exclusively above 30 MHz,” the Commission said, “pro- 
vides an entry level opportunity to otherwise qualified 
persons who find [telegraphy] a barrier to pursuing the 
purposes of the amateur service.” 

‘The Technician written examination will remain 55 
questions; there will be no questions over and above the 
current Technician exam. “New” Technicians will not 
receive call signs singling them out as codeless licensees. 
Ata Dec 13 appearance before the FCC Commissioners, 
PRB Chief Haller noted the special efforts of several PRB 
staffers for their work in formulating the Reports on both 
the codeless license and testing of the disabled. 

‘The avalanche of letters from amateurs elicited a 
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response from Commissioner James Quello, who noted 
“The large number of comments reflects the vitality of 
the [amateur] service.” 

William Cross of the PRB presented the item for the 
commissioners’ consideration. He provided an excellent 
‘overview of the continuing contributions of the Amateur 
Service. “We will look to the Amateur Service” [in the 
future], Cross said, “to expand the pool of experimenters, 
engineers, and technicians.” 

Cross noted a “concern within the amateur commu- 
nity” that the Morse code requirement may discourage 
some otherwise qualified people who could contribute to 
the service from entering it. 

Cross reminded the commissioners of several specific 
contributions of amateurs, whom he called “pioneers”: 
the adoption of SSB by the US Air Force in the 1950s, 
after hams proved the mode’s viability; and the hams’ 
early use of low-earth satellites as well as their on-going 
Space Shuttle SAREX program, 

“Society is well served by amateurs available world- 
wide,” Cross said, “by persons ready, willing, and—most 
important- -able to communicate” [in times of emer- 
gency]. 

FCC Chairman Alfred C. Sikes said he saw the pro- 
posals as “Having the potential of creating an even more 
vital and dynamic service.” 

This method of introducing a codeless class of am 
teur license was not entirely what the ARRL had pro- 
posed. The League sought a totally new class of license 
(the “Communicator”), that would have granted full am- 
ateur frequency and mode privileges only above 220 
MHz. This had been a compromise by the League’s Board 
of Directors, some of whom urged greater privileges for 
the new license class, some less. The board vote was 
split—nine to six—at the time the proposal was author- 
ized, although support later grew. 

‘The League had sought full protection of current Nov- 
ice and Technician licensees, which the new rules accom- 
plish.
